COURT OF QUEEN’S8 BENCH.—Saturpay, Fes, 27. 
(Before Lord Denman and a Special Jury.) 
THE QUEEN Y. RICHARD DUNN. 


The indictment was against Richard Dunn, a quondam 
Irish barrister, for wilful and corrupt perjury, in having 
sworn in an affidavit filed in the Court of Bankruptcy that 
Miss Angela Burdett Coutts was indebted to him in the sum 
of £10,000. The defendant has for years persecuted Miss 
Coutts with his addresses, and has been several times im- 
prisoned for annoying her. Considerable interest was excited 
in the trial, it being expected that Miss Coutts would be 
brought face to face with the defendant; and the court was 
much crowded, At half-past nine o’clock Mr. Dunn, whose 
appearance, though decidedly Hibernian, is not unpre- 
possessing, took his seat within the bar. He is aman be- 
tween forty and fifty years of age, his hair rather grey, about 
the middle height, well dressed, with a gentlemanly bearing 
and an intelligent expression. His manner throughout the 
proceedings was confident and unabashed. 

Miss Burdett Coutts was present in court during the whole 
proceedings. She sat beside Lord Denman on the bench, and 
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preserved a dignified composure of manners which gained 
for her general sympathy. : 

Sir F. Thesiger stated the case to the jury. The perjury 
was charged to have been committed in an affidavit filed by 
the defendant in the Court of Bankruptcy for the purpose of 
prosecuting a fiat against the prosecutrix ; and, in order to 
justify the statement which was made in the affidavit, that Miss 
Coutts was indebted to him, the defendant alleged that he had 
an authority from her to draw upon the banking-house of 
Messrs. Coutts and Co., in which Miss Coutts was the prin- 
cipal partner, for a sum of money which should be a com- 
pensation for injuries he said he had received at her 
hands. For years the defendant had pursued Miss Coutts 
from place to place, persecuting her with letters of a most 
extraordinary character, sometimes breathing the most 
ardent affection, and at others pretending he was entitled to 
institute legal proceedings against her for some imaginary 
wrong. Several times she had resorted to the law for pro- 
tection, and Mr, Dunn had occasionally been imprisoned for 
want of sureties to keep the peace. The object of the de- 
fendant no doubt was to extort money. With that view 
he wrote on the 13th of January to Mr. Marjoribanks, a 
partner in the bank, stating that he had the authority of 
Miss Coutts to draw on the bank, and that he should do so. 
He also wrote to Miss Coutts signifying his intention. On 
the 15th of January he called at the bank and produced as his 
authority from Miss Coutts a copy of doggrel verses, and 
was told that they were not in Miss Coutts’s writing. Sub- 
sequently he wrote several other letters to the bank, and one 
to Miss Coutts, the latter being as follows :— 

“To Miss Angela Burdett Coutts, of No. 1, Stratton-street, 
Piccadilly, and of 59, Strand, both in the city of Westminster. 
The following are the particulars of the demand of the under- 
signed Richard Dunn, barrister-at-law, of No. 8, Upper 
Ranelagh-street, in the said city of Westminster, against you, 
the said Angela Burdett Coutts, amounting to the sum of 
£100,000—(loud and continued laughter)—being the amount 
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of a certain bill drawn by me on the bank of Coutts and Co., 
of which you are a partner, and so drawn by me by virtue of 
authority given to me for that purpose, and which said bill 
you directed me to draw, as compensation for Civers injuries 
done and inflicted on me by you, and which said bill was 
refused payment at yous said bank, although you promised 
that the same should be duly paid, and which bill is still 
unpaid. Take notice that I, the said Richard Dunn, hereby 
require immediate payment of the said sum of £100,000. 
Dated this 10th day of March, 1846. 
“Ricuwarp Dunn, Barrister-at-law.” 
Of course this demand was treated with utter contempt, 
and the defendant then filed an affidavit in the Court of Bank- 
ruptcy setting forth that Miss Coutts was indebted to him in 
£100,000. In another affidavit, for the purpose of removing 
the trial from the Old Bailey into this court, the defendant 
set forth the supposed authority from Miss Coutts in the ridi- 
culous verses before alluded to, and which concluded as 
follows :— 
« But at last I’m relenting, 
My jewel, repenting 
Of all that you've suffered for me; 
Nay, I’m even grown tender, 
Disposed to turn lender 
Of cash, your sweet person to free. 


«Send to Coutts’s your bill— 
There are lots in the till— 
I’ll give the clerk orders to do it; 
Then get your discharge, 
Your dear body enlarge, 
And in Stratton-street do let me view it. 


And by the by, love, 
My affection to prove, 
For your long cruel incarceration, 
Fill a good round sum in 
(As I’ve plenty of tin), 
To make you a fair compensation.” 


Bursts of laughter followed the reading of each stanza of 
the curious production. The learned counsel then read the 
affidavit, which stated that the letters he had received from 
Miss Coutts purported to be answers to his letters, that the 
defendant did not press the case in the Court of Bankruptcy 
from motives of delicacy, and that he had refused the sums of 
£10,000 and £15,000 offered as compensation for his injuries 
by persons authorised to do so. 

Evidence was then adduced that the affidavit and the sig- 
natures were in the handwriting of the defendant. : 

Miss Angela Burdett Coutts was sworn, and she stated that 
she had received a great many letters from the defendant, but 
had never written to him, nor were the doggrel verses (given 
above) in her writing. She never gave him authority to draw 
on her banking-house; nor was she indebted to him in any 
way. 

Sir Edmund Antrobus said he saw Mr. Dunn when he came 
with an order for money. He produced a draft for £100,000, 
drawn by himself on the account of Miss Coutts, and which 
was as follows :— 

“ London, March 4th, 1846. 

“ Gentlemen,—Pay myself, or order, the sum of one hun- 
dred thousand pounds. RNicHARD DuNN, 

‘“« By the authority of Miss Coutts. 

‘* Messrs. Coutts and Co., 59, Strand.” 

Witness told him they had no authority, and defendant 
then produced some lines, and witness told him they were 
not in the handwriting of Miss Coutts. 

Mr. Dunn then addressed the jury. To constitute perjury, 
the oath must be false to the knowledge of the party making 
it. Ic was only upon their being satisfied not merely that the 
document was not in the lady’s handwriting, but that he 
knew it to be a fabricated instrument, that they would be 
justified in finding him guilty. The autho\ity on which he 
acted came through the Post-office, and was siyned ‘A. B.C.,” 
and he believed it to be in the writing of MSss Coutts. He 
sent letters to her by post, and he received letters from her by 
post. The conduct of this lady was such as to lead him to 
the conclusion that she was under restraint, and that Mr. 
Marjoribanks was the party who stood between him and this 
most unhappy lady, for unhappy she certainly was in every 
way, so far as he could learn.@(Shouts of laughter.) Was 
not Miss Coutts bound, as a decent woman, as a lady, asa 
Christian, to tell him that these letters were not in her hand- 
writing, that he was under a deception? Had that been 
done? Did they suppose that if he posted letters she did not 
receive them? Had not Miss Coutts, if she received them 
and the answers were not hers, committed upon him as gross, 
as wicked, as unjustifiable a fraud as ever was committed 
upon man? The first letter which he received in the Fleet 
Prison was not so ridiculous as Sir F. Thesiger wished to 
make it appear. The commencement of it, which would per- 
haps be sufficient, ran thus :— 

* Art thou not dear unto my heart? 
Oh! search that heart and see, 
And from my bosom tear the part 
Which beats not true to thee.” 


If any person had played a trick upon him, that person must 
have had access to his letters. He declared it to be still his 
firm belief that the authority on which he acted was a good 
authority in point of law; and he suggested, as a reason why 
Miss Coutts should grant that authority, her compunction at 
the persecution he had met with from her. 

Witnesses were called to prove that the defendant, while in 
the Fleet Prison, wrote several letters to Miss Coutts, which 
were put into the Post-office, and that some letters which he 
received came through the Post-office. A witness was called 
to prove that two of the letters were in Miss Coutts’s writing; 
but he said he believed they were not. 

The jury immediately found the defendant Guilty, and his 
lordship sentenced him to eighteen months’ imprisonment in 
the Queen’s Prison, and to give securities at the end of that 
time, himself in £100 and two sureties in £50 each, that he 
keep the peace for two years, and that he be imprisoned until 
these sureties be entered into. 


- Referring to the case of Dysart v. Dysart, in 
age 235 of the present number, we cannot for- 
Pent commenting upon the two prominent grounds 
raised against Lady Dysart’s claim to relief in 
the suit instituted against her. These were— 
1. That legal’ cruelty had: not been proved. 2, 
That condonation’ had been granted by her lady- 
ship. Now, as to the first point, our fair readers 
will naturally ask, what is legal cruelty? Surely 
cruelty is a sufficiently explanatory term! Unfor- 
tunately for them, itis notso. In the first decision 
of this case the learned judge of the Consistory 
Court held (we quote from the case) that ‘ his 
lordship having held the countess on the floor, 
once for having kicked his napkin, and once for 
throwing slops out of the window, until she 
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promised not to repeat it;’’ and again, the cir- 
cumstance of his lordship having “ almost twisted 
her arms and wrists out of their sockets’”—was 
moral cruelty only, and as such not relievable in 
a court of conscience ! (for such the ecclesiastical 
courts term themselves). Of consequence, there- 
fore, he decreed that her ladyship should return 
to the house and custody of her husband—that 
moral cruelty might, no doubt, be again inflicted 
upon her, for it was conceded that Lord Dysart 
had declared that, as the law forbade his thrashing 
his wife, he would have recourse to the practice of 
holding her on the floor. But when we come to 
consider what legal cruelty is even admitted by 
the courts of conscience to be, we wonder how such 
a decision should ever have been pronounced. 
The law holds that when a man inflicts injury upon 
his wife, affecting health, life, or limb, or by his con- 


duct induces a reasonable apprehension in the mind of 


the wife that such violence will be used, that is legal 
cruelty, and for that, the law will afford the wife 
relief, and justify her in leaving her husband’s 
roof, while she may compel him to maintain her 
according to the means he may possess. We do 
not desire to see the law carried beyond this, for 
we at once admit that it would be a most unhappy 
interference with the marriage state, if the law 
could (much less did) interfere in ordinary cases of 
domestic misunderstanding. But when a case of 
positive cruelty arises—of conduct pursued by a 
man towards his wife such as the above—we hold 
that justice demands a protection for the wife, and 
that, if even the law did not afford her relief, it 
should be so modelled as to doso. Happily for 
the honour of English morality, the first decision 
arrived at has becn reversed, upon appeal before a 
superior court; Sir H. Jenner Fust (the judge of 
the Arches Court), having on Tuesday last delivered 
his judgment, reversing the decree of the court 
below, and giving to her ladyship that justice to 
which she is entitled, under the peculiar cireum- 
stances of the case. 

We will now proceed shortly to consider what is 
condonation and its consequences. Ifa man ill uses 
his wife in any manner, no matter how brutal or 
severe, if she continues to live with him thereafter, or, 
having left him, again returns, that is condonation ; 
for all prior injuries she is barred from complain- 
ing. No doubt itis godlike to forgive, and far be 
it from us to suggest any course that would mili- 
tate against a wife submitting to all the reasonable 
desires of her husband, But it does occur to us 
that this rule of condonation destroys its 
avowed object, ¢.e., compelling the wife, ex- 
cept in extreme instances, said to be known 
to the law only, to live with her husband; and for 
this especial reason, that when a woman is told 
that she must not forgive her husband, not return 
to him (if she has been compelled by his brutality 
to leave his roof), because that will be condo- 
nation, she is naturally prevented from following 
her own inclination, and compelled to live apart 
from him, if not to resort to legal remedies, In 
every instance, therefore, this rule operates with 
injustice: it either prevents the wife living again 
with her husband, and thus prevents another trial 
for domestic happiness; or if she does live with 
him it subjects her to a repetition of his grossness, 
and to the biting sarcasm (of course we can con- 
ceive how expressed ‘by a man capable of any 
brutality to the woman he has sworn ever to pro- 
tect) of having effectually debarred herself of all 
right ever to complain of the injuries he may have 
previously inflicted upon her, while he may at 
once proceed to treat her to a few samples of moral 
cruelty. Now, it seems to us that a slight modifi- 
cation of the rule to the common-sense actions of 
daily life would obviate the great injustice this 
rule perpetrates. It should be held that a woman 
who had suffered from legal cruelty might return 
to her husband without waiving ler previous 
a ere in case he again ill-treated her. Thus, in 
all cases, the husband might fairly call upon his 
wife for another trial from him; the wife might 
easily venture the experiment, and society would 
be benefitted not only by the endeavours of hus- 
band and wife, in all cases of this unhappy kind, to 
accommodate themselves to each other—but from 
the exposure of many of these cases by the wife 
being compelled to resort to law for relief from 
injuries she has received, which she cannot’ pass 
over, lest she might be guilty of condonation; and 
no injury would be inflicted upon the husband, 
because, in' the result we suggest, no complaint 
could be made of previous injuries sustained by 
the wife, unless followed out by subsequent gross- 
ness of conduct on the part of the husband, 


COLLISION ON THE RIVER, 
FEARFUL LOSS OF LIFE. 

We illustrate this week a fatal collision on the 
river, involving the loss of seven lives. It hap- 
pened early on Sunday morning, off Old Haven, 
about two miles below Tilbury-fort. The vessel 
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was the Rose of Exeter (Webber master), ant 
having been loaded with a cargo of miscellancoe 
goods at 'Topping’s-wharf, London-bridge, 7 
reached Old Haven-bay, and there brought up 0) 
the night.

The following case is, if only moderately 
amusing, at all events satisfactory, and will serve 
as a beacon to the unwary :— 

“COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH.—Fripay. 
“GREEN V. GILLETT. 

“In this case, which excited considerable interest, Mr. 
Sergeant Shee, with whom was Mr. Miller, appeared for the 
plaintiff; and Mr. Crowder for the defendant.

His reception encouraged him to a 
renewal of his visit, and he became acquainted and intimate 
with the family, The consequence was that he conceived an 
attachment for one of Mr. Hook’s daughters, and had the hap- 
piness to know that his attentions were oad eee received. 


He stayed at Worcester from the 10th of April to the 17th of 
May, and left under an engagement with Miss Anne, subject 


to the approval of her father, who was not at the time aware 
of the attachment. It was arranged, however, that after Mr. 
Green had been a short time in London he should return and 
formally solicit Mr. Hook for his daughter’s hand, Accord 
ingly, on the 20th of May, he did return to New!ands-hall, 
and Mr. Hook then so far consented that he was asked to stay 
at Newlands-hall, and having done so was received by all the 
family as the accepted suitor of Miss Anne Hook, Things 
remained in this state till the 25th of May, when he was 
informed by Miss Anne Hook that she had received a letter

Canova’s fame was at its height when he died at 
Venice, 16th of October, 1822. His obsequies 
were celebrated throughout Italy with almost regal 
pomp. At Rome, the Academy of St. Luke (of 
which he was perpetual president, a peculiar dis- 
tinction, vacant before him, and which remained so 
afterwards) signalized itself by a magnificence of 
display unequalled since the death of Raphael, 
and which was due as much to the man as the 
artist. Modest, benevolent, disinterested, and 
entirely exempt from the petty jealousies of the 
profession, Canova had always made the most 
noble use of his fortune. He gave evidences of 
the deepest gratitude towards the protectors of his 
youth—left a portion to every academy in Rome, 
and endowments for the encouragement of artists, 
and for their support in their oldage. An English 
traveller, who met Canova at Rome, has left the 
following description of him which cannot fail to 
be read with interest :—‘ He was about sixty years 
of age, of moderate stature, and simple exterior; 
nothing about him massive, muscular, or ener- 
getic ; none of that contraction of the features and 
stern profile which distinguishes a native of the 
south of Italy. All was soft, delicate, and era- 
cious in his feature and expression; his hair 
was short and brown, and curled naturally round 
a fine head expressive of candour and sincerity. 
There was no pretension in his dress or manners, 
but something interesting and loveable. Instead 
of wrinkles and moroseness, time seemed to have 
thrown a shade of sadness over his calm face, with 
its high prominent forehead and look of calmness 
and intensity, philosophy, love, and, in short, every 
thing which indicated a high degree of intellectual 
culture and social habit, joined to a delicate sense 
of the beautiful, a brilliant mind, refined taste, a 
sweetness of character and warmth of temperament 
powerfully attractive.’ This portrait is exactly the 
idea one forms of a sculptor of modern times who 
possessed the secret of the most imaginative grace, 
and communicated to the bronze and marble deli- 
cate and ethereal beauty. The works of Canova 
are as numerous as they are various, and the entire 
list of them would be too great for this article. 
The most remarkable, and those which first ex- 
hibited the nature of his genius, are ‘Cupid and 
Psyche,’ an exquisite group, mingling deep passion 
with the softest melancholy and purest innocence ; 
nothing to offend, nothing violent or tumultuous, 
but the sternest art succeeding in expressing sub- 
lime and imaginative ideas. ‘Venus leaving the 
Bath,’ also charming, full of tenderness and ingenu- 
ousness. ‘Hercules and Lycas,’ possessing Canova’s 
fault, want of power, but the disposition of the group 
perfect, and the arrangement full of ingenuity and 
originality. ‘ Paris,’ the attitude graceful and 


effective, uniting the softness of Catullus with the 
brilliancy of Corregio. ‘Venus and Adonis,’ show- 
ing the genius of Canova in all its might. ‘The 
Graces,’ considered his chef-d’wuvre, though they 
scarcely possess sufficient simplicity for the antique. 
‘The Nymph Reclining,’ which cannot be accused 
of the same fault, and is full of charms; and ‘The 
Penitent Magdalen’ which embodies the spirit and 
touching severity of the Gospel, and raises the artist 
to the highest degree of sublime morality. Canova 
also made many funereal monuments of very inferior 
merit, and of which some are unworthy of their 
author, though the mausoleum of the Popes 
will ever be distinguished for the magnificence 
of its lions, which is not surpassed in Rome but by 
the tomb of Julian II. in the church of St. Pierre 
aux Séyres, and the monument of the Princess of 
Santa Croce, a poetical and touching creation, the 
details of which are perfect. As for his busts from 
nature, they want generally vigour, All his men 
are Sybarites, all his women Helens. He has not 
succeeded in his bas reliefs nor in his pictures, 
yet with a weakness often seen he spoke with 
naive admiration of his pictures, and seldom men- 
tioned his beautiful statues. Among the latter we 
must also mention the mother of Napoleon, Marie 
Louise, the Princess Esterhazy, Washington, and, 
above all, the Princess Borghese, known under the 
title of the Victorious Venus. ‘The nature of the 
genius of Canova was not manly nor energetic, 
A stranger to the emotions of terror, he was 
destitute of some of the strong qualities 
which assign to an artist the first rank amid 
the rivals of his time. One might apply to him 
the words of Quintillian on Polyclete:— Grace 
and finish are his merits, and, though the public 
voice decrees him the palm, there are severe 
critics who accuse him of want of force. In effect, 
if he has given beauty to man, perhaps he has ex- 
tinguished that expression of solemn majesty with 
which divinity has surrounded it. Endowed with 
a sweet and feminine disposition, convulsive pas- 
sions, the agony of despair, frightful visions, and 
the boldness of thought, did not belong to him; 
but his domain, vast and magical, enclosed tender 
passions, vague desires, delicate varieties, reveries 
of superhuman beauty, ‘forms full of grace and 
youth, and pure and ideal creations.” 

‘The history of an artist consists usually of two 
pages of unequal importance. In the first but 
little is found, save dates and the places of his 
birth and death, the premature evidences of 
talent, and the honours he received from power, 
when, perchance, he does not resemble Puget, who 
abstained from courting favour, leaving his works 
to speak for him, that mute but eloquent language 
which the dispensers of fortune and distinctions 
are so unaccustomed to hear. The second page 
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speaks of the works of the artist, and that is the 
most brilliant and worthy of interest. ‘These two 
pages comprise the life of the greatest sculptor of 
the present century—Canova. It is with the first 
we have to do now, the second would require an 
entire volume. 

Born in 1757 at Passagno, a village in the dio- 
cese of Treviso, Antoine Canova began as Michael 
Angelo and as Raphael had begun: inspiration 
which they sought not came to seek them. At an 
age when common artists are being educated—at 
fifteen—Canova achieved his first piece of sculp- 
ture. He had to contend against the obstacles 
which indigence opposes to the development of 
talent, but generous men sustained him at the 
beginning of his career. A noble Venetian named 
Falieri, lord of his village, was his devoted friend, 
and was prodigal of assistance and encouragement. 
Success bettered his condition, spread his repu- 
tation, and in 1779 the ambassador of Venice called 
, him to Rome. He was then only twenty-two, and 
was already known by the statues of Orpheus end 
Eurydice: his group of Daedalus and Icarus ob- 
tained for him from the Senate of Venice a pension 
of three hundred ducats. He found at the ambas- 
sador’s, clever amateurs whose counsels directed 
him, and whose applause animated him, Guided by 
the writings of Winckelmann and Raphael Mecys, 
he exerted all his efforts for the reformation of 
Italian taste. ‘Theseus seated on the van- 
quished Minotaur’ showed the end at which he 
aimed—the association of nature with the ideal 
beauties of the ancients. From this moment his fame 
increased and spread over Europe, and soon the 
first place was accorded to him among the sculptors 
of his age. He returned shortly to Ttaly, and was 
charged by the Pope to replace in their old locales 
the chefs-d’euvre which came from Paris. The 
greatest honours were accorded to him on this occa- 
sion. ‘The Academy of St. Luke went in a body 
before him, and, as a greater testimony to him, the 
Pope, in a solemn audience which he accorded him 
on the dth of January, 1816, was pleased to present 
to him the diploma which attested that his name 
was inscribed in the Golden Book of the Capitol. 
At length he was Marquis of Ischia, and received 
a brevet of a pension of 3000 ecus, which he conse- 
crated entirely to the encouragement of the arts. 
In 1798 Canova quitted his country—convulsed by 
wars and revolutions—to journey in Germany. 
After his return to Rome, Pius VII. named him 
inspector-general of the fine arts, created him a 
knight, and presented him himself with the marks 
of this distinction. Te then visited France, sent 
for by the First Consul, and was received in the 
most flattering manner, the Institute making him 
one of their associates. He was engaged to execute 
a colossal bust of Bonaparte, but though not par- 
ticularly successful he was endowed with the 
Legion of Honour. He made a second voyage 
into France, but under very different circum- 
stances. In 1815, the epoch when the allies pil- 
laged the French Museum, he was chosen by the 
Pope to preside over the moving of the objects of 
art which had once ornamented the city of Rome. 

On Canova’s visit to London, the Prince Regent 
expressed his admiration of his talents in the 
strongest terms, and presented him with a superb 
snuff-box ornamented and set with diamonds. 


IRELAND. 

A splendid ball was given by the officers of the 
15th Light Dragoons yesterday week, ut the royal 
barracks, at which his Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, and the Ladies Ponsonby, the Prince, and 
all the fashionables of the capital were prcsent. 
The rooms were most tastefully fitted up, and the 
supper and wines were of the first character. 

At Westmeath assizes, an extraordinary scene 
presented itself on Wednesday morning. Soon 
after Judge Crampton had taken his seat upon the 
bench, the Hon. Mr. Packenham, who is foreman 
of the grand jury, came into court and stated that 
Mr. Cooksborough (one of the grand jurors) had 
called Sir Richard Leving (also of the grand panel) 
a liar, and other opprobrious names. The judge 
ordered their attendance in court, and, upon their 
appearing, ordered them to enter into their own 
recognizances, each in £1000, to keep the peace. 

The Cork Reporter states that a fever of malig- 
nant character has broken outin the barracks. 

Pinching and general as the distress still con- 
tinues to be, yet the measures taken for its relief 
seem to have at length produced some effect, and 
the cry with which our ears were some time since 
assailed has greatly died away, or become more 
subdued in its tone. 

Lord de Vesci, at his own expense, sent out 
several families, numbering in all about eighty 
persons, to America, from the neighbourhood of 
Abbeyleix. His lordship proposes sending many 
more as soon as the necessary arrangements are 
completed. 

Mr. O’Connell’s health is considered as, on the 
whole, very unfavourable. 
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We are credibly informed that a countryman 
charged with the murder of Mr, Pierse Carrick, of 
Ennis, died last week under very strange circum- 
stances. The unfortunate man was labouring un- 
der the delusion that the fetch or shadow of the 
murdered gentleman had appeared to him, and, 
haunted with this apprehension, he was seized with 
violent fever, and died in two days after. A bro- 
ther of the same man also died, supposed to be 
implicated in the above fatal crime.—Limerick 
Chronicle, 
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On Sunday morning a person who was sitting 
upon a bench in the outer lobby of the booking- 
office at Liverpool, conversing with a gentleman 
from Chester, and who appeared to be in good 
health, suddenly sank down and almost instantly 
expired. Dr. Carson, who was going as a passen- 
ger by the next train, promptly and kindly lent 
his assistance, but said from the first the man was 
dying. Articles of some small value were found 
upon deceased, but not anything by which he 
could be identified. Tle was a stout man, about 
50 years of age, with a bald head, and wore a wig. 

A very simple method of administering ether 
has been introduced here by Mr. Were T’ox, den- 
tist. It is found that a bit of sponge saturated in 
the purified ether and held to the mouth and nos- 
trils, so that the patient may breathe easily through 
it, is the most effectual and safe contrivance that 
has yet been employed.—Fzeter Gazette, 

The final examination of Miss Outeridge by the 
magistrates took place at Bristol on Saturday last. 
A witness named Lewis, the proprietor of a re- 
spectable confectionery establishment at the end 
of Cumberland-street, gave very material evidence 
in favour of the accused. He stated that he heard 
the several alarms of fire, and that after that in the 
third bedroom Miss Outeridge came to his house 
for shelter, and remained there until after the two 
last rooms had been set fire to and the fire extin- 
guished. ‘The magistrates admitted that this gave 
a different complexion to the case, which was one 
of the most mysterious they had ever had to deal 
with All inquiries as to the respectability of 
Miss Outeridge and her connections had been most 
satisfactory, and she was discharged from custody. 
This decision seemed to give gencral satisfaction, 

On Friday week, as his Excellency Major-General 
Napicr, accompanied by one of the Misses Napier 
and another lady, was riding in a carriage in the 
neighbourhood of the Bouct, Guernsey, one of the 
horses took fright, and both becoming unmanage- 
able, set off atarapid pace. Unluckily, an elderly 
woman, who, it is supposed, was deat, and there- 
fore unconscious of the approach of the carriage, 
was in the way, and the coachman was placed in 
the alternative of continuing his course and killing 
the woman, or of making a short turn and thereby 
upsetting the carriage. He chose the latter, ik 
in consequence, the carriage was violently upset, 
and the general, the ladies, and the driver thrown 
out. The ladies, we are happy to state, escaped 
without injury, but General Napier had his head 
and face severely cut, and the coachman, we be- 
lieve, sustained some slight contusions. General 
Napier commended his coachman for his conduct. 

At the Bury (Lancaster) sessions, on Monday, 
James Meadowcroft, of Elton, was brought up on 
a charge of burning the town’s books and papers, 
when the overseer, Mr. Olive, went to his house to 
collect a poor-rate. He also threatened to burn 
the overseer if he again came to his house for 
poor-rates, Ile was severely reprimanded, and 
fined 10s., with expenses.

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That gallant and popular officer, Lieutenant- 
General Sir Willoughby Cotton, left London on 
Monday morning, with his aide-de-camp, Lord 
Adolphus Vane, to embark for India for the fourth 
time, and to assume the office of Commander-in- 
Chief at Bombay.

an instant pursuit, effected his escape with the 
property. 

On Monday afternoon, about three o’clock, an 
alarming fire broke out in the London Fever 
Hospital, near King’s-cross; by great exertions it 
was confined to the part where it originated, and 
was eventually subdued, but not before the roof 
had been entirely destroyed. There were no lives 
lost; but a fireman, in descending a ladder, fell 
and broke his leg; and two other accidents oc- 
curred, though not ofaserious kind, The patients, 
of whom there happen to be few in the hospital 
at present, who were residing in that part of the 
building on fire, were removed to another part of 
the hospital. 

On Monday a public meeting was held at the 
Assembly-rooms, Peckham, for the purpose of 
petitioning Parliament for an immediateand search- 
ing inquiry into the conduct of the Indian autho- 
rities “by whom the Rajah of Sattara has been 
deposed, stripped of his private property, and 
kept for seven years in exile and captivity.” “Runjo 
Bapogee, the agent of the Rajah, detailed the pro- 
ceedings connected with the Rajah’s case, and, 
after several addresses, it was determined to peti- 
tion the House of Commons to interpose its autho- 
rity in procuring the Rajah’s restoration to power. 

The committee of the fund now raising for the 
relief of the nine destitute orphan children of the 
late Rev. J. T. Hewlett, celebrated for his author- 
ship, have made a report of the amount already re- 
ceived. Ofthe children, two are crippled, one has 
a defective eye, and five are females. The sub- 
scription towards a permanent fund already col- 
lected amounts to between £800 and £900, the 
list containing the names of her Majesty the 
Queen Dowager, £20; Miss Burdett Coutts, £10; 
Mr. Colburn, £25; Mr. Charles Dickens, £10; 
and many other noble and literary and masonic 
characters. 

The casting of the largest bell ever made in this 
country was successfully completed on Saturday 
last, at the foundry of Messrs, Mears, in White- 
chapel, Itis for Montreal. The quantity of metal 
fused was about twenty-five tons. The founders, 
it is stated, intend to give the public an oppor- 
tunity of inspecting the work when perfectly 
finished, previous to its shipment for Canada, | 

On Sunday last the premises of Messrs. Cooper, 
brothers, extensive jewellers at Norwich, were 
forcibly entered and plundered of plate, watches, 
and jewellery, to the amount, it was estimated, of 
£2000. An intimation of the robbery was imme- 
diately given by Messrs. Cooper to the local 
constabulary, and at nine o’clock the same night 
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Mr. Grimshaw, the station-master at the London 
terminus of the Eastern Counties Railway, re- 
ceived a communication by the electric tele raph, 
requesting him to examine carefully all the 
packages by the next luggage train from Norwich. 
Onthe train reaching the terminus, therefore, the con- 
tents of the several trunks were subjected to a severe 
scrutiny, and a rough-looking deal box, directed 
to be forwarded on to Birmingham, seeming by its 
general appearance to justify such a step, was at 
once broken open, and found to contain fifty 
silver watch cases and a large number of wedding- 
rings, broken up apparently for melting, together 
with a quantity of old coins, numerous breastpins, 
and other jewellery, of the supposed aggregate 
value of about £400, On making this discovery 
the electric telegraph was again set in motion to 
apprise the elder Mr. Cooper of the box having 
been stopped, and summoning him to town to 
examine its contents ; but on his reaching the ter- 
minus by a subsequent train he could not identify 
any portion of the property. 'The singularity of the 
coincidence was increased by two sovereigns being 
also discovered at the bottom of the box, which 
were the precise amount of money, Mr. Cooper 
stated, that had been stolen from his premises with 
the plate and jewellery on the night of the robbery. 


On Tuesday an investigation, which occupied 
the whole of Monday, was concluded before Mr. 
Carter, at Limpsfield, near Godstone, as to the 
death of a male child named William Hatfield, 
aged nine months. The medical evidence proved 
that the child died from having had a narcotic 
poison administered to it; and other witnesses 
proved the purchase of laudanum by the child's 
mother, and her expressions that she wished the 
child was dead. The jury, after a long deliberation, 
returned a verdict of ‘ Wilful murder against 
Caroline Hatfield,”’ the mother, who was removed 
to Horsemonger-lane Gaol to await her trial. She 
is a good-looking girl, about nineteen years of age. 


An inquest was held on Tuesday, in the Mary- 
lebone workhouse, by Mr. Wakley, on Harriett 
George, aged 70. The deceased, who was respect- 
ably conencted, lived as servant with the family of 
the Rev. Dr. Knapp, dean of St. Paul's and vicar 
of Willisden, until she was supcerannuated, when 
Dr. Knapp allowed her 6s, 6d., two quartern 
loaves weekly, and clothes. On Saturday the 
unfortunate woman was found in a sitting posture 
near a trunk in her room burnt to a cinder, and the 
whole apartment in flames. It was supposed that, 
while looking over her clothes in the trunk, a spark 
ignited the contents, and that the flames extended 
to her person. Verdict, ‘‘ Accidental death.” 

On Wednesday morning, a fire broke out in the 
workshops belonging to Mr. Willoughby, carpenter 
and builder, in Pearl-street, Old Gravel-lane, 
Wapping. Owing to the combustiblenature of the 
stock, and also of the building—the latter being 
nearly all wood—the fire travelled with great 
fury. The occupier of the premises was insured. 
—Information was also received at the various 
fire stations, that a dreadful fire was raging at 
Deptford. Several engines, with a strong body of 
firemen, were despatched thither; and on their 
arrival two houses in Flagon-row, Deptford, were 
on fire. One by that time (a clothier and draper’s) 
was entirely consumed. The firemen exerted 
themselves to the utmost, but by two o’clock both 
houses, with their contents, were reduced to a heap 
ofruins. The origin of the fire was unknown. 
The inmates were awakened, but they were un- 
able to descend the staircase, on account of the 
fury of the flames. <A ladder having been pro- 
cured, they were rescued from the second floor 
with nothing on but their night-clothes. A young 
man, at great risk, forced his way into the burning 
buildings, and snatched from the flames a coffin, 
containing the body of one of Mr. Webb s children, 
recently deceased. The total damage is very con- 
siderable, but Mr. Webb is fortunately insured. 

A school, under the denomination of the 
Juvenile Refuge and School of Industry, has just 
been opened in the wretched locality of Pye- 
strect, Westminster. It is a free school for the 
destitute poor. The building which forms the 
present school was formerly called the “ 'Thieves’ 
Public-house,’’ and the locality is one of the lowest 
and most wretched in London, 

At the Central Criminal Court, on Wednesday, 
upon the application of Mr. Clarkson, the court 
postponed the trial of Dr. Cronin for manslaughter, 
until next session. Dr. Cronin is out on bail. 

On Friday evening a meeting of the subscribers 
to the Widows’ Friend Society was held at the 
London Coffee-hovse, Ludgate-hill, the Rey. C, 
Munro in the chair, A variety of extremely dis- 
tressing cases which had been relieved ‘were 
mentioned in the report. The balance, after all 
expenditure, was £25. 6s. 5d. The speakers of tho 
evening strongly appealed for public support. 
Thanks being voted to the chairman, the mecting 
separated. 
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HINTS ON EQUESTRIANISM FOR THE 
FAIR SEX. 
(Continued from No, 9.) 

“The tangles of Newra’s hair” reads very prettily 
in Milton’s verse, but are by no means pleasant 
across the face during a brisk ride. Care should 
be taken by those ladies whose hair falls wildly 
out of curl to wear it either braided or in bands; 
indeed I may say braids or bands should always be 
preferred, as curls are very likely, if they do not 
blow out, to blow into the eyes, and may confuse 
at a time when presence of mind and perfect com- 

osure are absolutely necessary to the safety of 
both horse and rider. Whilst the present style of 
hat is worn, ladies will find this the safest and 


neatest way of doing up the back hair, which, after 
being carefully combed up, should be turned en 
casque, and twisted before turned in the coil, and 
thus, by having the comb properly placed, my fair 
riders will be enabled, should they have any visits 
to pay during their equestrian exercise, to take“off 
their hats without the slightest fear of having 
their hair deranged. I here speak practically, 
having frequently passed from eight to ten hours a 
day on horseback with my pupils, and never having 
had occasion during the time to rearrange my 
back hair.’* When dressing, everything should be 
avoided that may occasion inconvenience whilst 
on horseback—pins carelessly placed, strings either 
too tight or too loose, &c. &c.; for trifles like these 
are of more consequence than the uninitiated can 
imagine ; their neglect often mars the pleasure of 
an otherwise delightful ride, and therefore should 
not be lost sight of during the all-important busi- 
ness of the toilet. 

I omitted in last week’s number the illustration 
of the kind of Spanish riding hat I mean, contrasted 
with one of those at present worn.

and let my fair readers judge for themselves. 
These Spanish hats are very elegantly got up by 
Townend, of Regent-street, and I believe the 
only place where they are made. 

As it is the pride of a ship’s commander to sce 
her go along “ all taut,’”’ and as it would be most 
offensive to his eye, and destroy the symmetry of 
her sailing, that any loose sheet or rope shaking in 
the wind should be seen, so, and with such care, 
must my fair pupils avoid wearing on horseback 
anything that may “ flutter in the breeze,”’ espe- 
cially those very short polka skirts now so much 
in vogue, which, though they may look vastly 
prety when the figure is at rest, are by no means 

ecoming when continually blowing up, as they 
mueypigenly. must do during a canter, and thus not 
unfrequently marring the grace of a very elegant 
figure. Another thing I beg to call the attention 
of my fair pupils to, that of wearing fur victorines 
on horseback: they are the most effectual things 
for destroying grace that ever were invented. Is 
not a wide bust considered a great beauty? The 
victorine has the apvantacr of narrowing the 
shoulders and heightening them—* a desideratum 
not devoutly to be wished.” Let those ladies who 
appreciate the graces remark one another, and they 
will at once feel the truth of what I say, and I 
trust never deform their pretty shoulders by that 
unsightly appendage to their equestrian costume— 
the victorine. Warmth can be equally attained by 


a lining to the habit. Dark boots should be worn 
for riding Ladies who ride much will find the 
advantage of having a neat kid or morocco boot. 
A word is necessary respecting the whip; those 
tiny ones used by some Jadies are neither useful 
nor ornamental, and I caution the fair equestrian 
against riding with too limp a one, as being danger- 
ous from its continually, without the rider’s know- 
ledge, teasing and exciting the horse; it should 
always be borne in mind that a whip must never 
touch the animal but to enliven or correct. A 
word respecting the proper and graceful mode

The Hon. William Grey, some time resident 
with the English Embassy at Vienna, has been ap- 
pointed a paid attaché at the Austrian Court, in 
place of Jervis Bushe, Esq., deceased, 

A large bacon-store in Waterford has been en- 
tirely destroyed by fire. The building and con- 
tents were worth £7000. 

Intelligence has been received of a vessel in the 
channel trom Alexandria, having on board the re- 
mains of Lord Bernard Howard, which are to be 
interred in the newly-made family vault under the 
chancel of Arundel Church, now rapidly advancing 
to completion.

In the large palmhouse at the Edinburgh 
Botanic Garden there are at present several species 
of palms in flower, some of which have never pre- 
viously blossomed in this country. ‘The most 
interesting is a species of Livistona (Latania chi- 
nensis of Jacquin), which has attained a height of 
twenty feet, and which has produced, within the 
last few weeks, from the axils of its large fan- 
shaped leaves, three large clusters of yellowish 
flowers. The clusters are about four fect in length, 
and tiere are in each of them many hundred smail 
flowers. ‘The tree is about thirty years old, 
Another palm now in floweris Areca montana (the 
mountain cabbage palm), so called on account of 
its flowering stalk being used as an esculent 
vegetable, Harina Wallichia (Wallichia cary- 
otiodes) is also putting forth a large spadix or 
cluster of flowers from its sheath; and a small 
slender palm, Chameedorea schiediana, exhibits its 
yellow inflorescence.—Caledonian Mercury. 

A letter from Chamouni, in Switzerland, dated 
the 17th ult., contains the following :—“ The great 
quantity of snow that has latterly fallen made us 
dread some disaster, and one has occurred. At 
seven o'clock yesterday evening an avalanche was 
precipitated from the heights of the Aiguilles- 
Rouges on the hamlet of Chable, not far from the 
Prieuré. ‘The first-named hamlet, in which were 
several manufactories, was completely buried in 
snow. Eleven persons of one family, assembled 
in their common room, were protected by the 
resistance of a wall, and eventually contrived to 
escape through the roof. They immediately has- 
tened to Prats for assistance, but on returning it 
was impossible to discover the site of the houses, 
more snow having fallen. After, however, two 
days’ labour, the people succceded in discovering 
six persons living and seven dead; but there is 
little hope that any of the other inhabitants of 
the hamict, of whom no traces have yet been 
found, will be discovered alive.” 

By the death of the Rev. KE, S. Thurlow the 
following valuable preferments became vacant :— 
A prebendal stall at Norwich; the ‘rectory of 
Houghton-le-Spring, valued at £2157 per annum, 
patron the Lord Bishop of Durham ; the vicarage 
of Stamfordham, Northumberland, annual value 
£574, patron the Lord Chancellor; the sinecure 
rectories of Eastyn, Flintshire, annual value £520, 
and Llandrillo, Merionethshire, value £197, both 
in the patronage of the Bishop of St, Asaph, The 
deceased possessor of the benefices was nephew of 
Lord Chancellor Thurlow. 

A Parisian correspondent of the Atlas says :— 
‘The religious world are all on the tiptoe awaiting 
the result of a negotiation pending between the 
highest ecclesiastical authority in the kingdom and 
a lady of the most illustrious rank—the Duchess 
de Talleyrand, known in this country as the 
Duchess de Dino—who has announced her determi- 
nation of returning to Protestantism, from which 
she had been persuaded some years ago. You can 
form no idea of the excitement to which this de- 
termination has given rise, and I am told that in 
the church of her parish, in the Faubourg St, 
Germain, litanies to the Virgin are put up night 
and day in her behalf. Wer object in again 
changing her creed is said to be to procure a divorce 
of herself from her husband, she having fixed her 
affections upon a young Polish gentleman, whom 
she is about forthwith to marry. Meanwhile the 
lady’s family stand aghast, and know not where to 
call for aid. The event will cause much interest 
among the fashionable world of England, where the 
fair duchess accompanied her uncle, the late Prince 
Talleyrand, in his embassy, and where she is still 
remembered with the admiration due to her great 
genius and romantic beauty.” 

The will of the late Thomas Ward, Esq., the 
eminent shipowner, was proved in Doctors’-com- 
mons on ‘luesday. Personalty sworn under 
£250,000. Among other bequests he has left £500 
to the London Hospital, £500 to the Merchant 
Seamen’s Orphan Asylum, £500 to the Ratcliff 
Dispensary, and £500 to the Ratcliff Charity 
School.

Meyerbeer’s opera of “ Vielka,”” aided by the 
attractions of Jenny Lind’s performance, scems 
almost to have turned the brains of the music- 
loving inhabitants of Vienna. Of the cager 
anxiety which attended the first performance of 
the piece, the Viennese papers relate many absurd 
stories. It is positively aflirmed that three ladies 
sought and obtained (as a very particular favour) 
permission to take their places at ten in the morn- 
ing, and that consequently they passed no less than 
thirteen hours in the theatre. Instead of dinner 
they partook of coffee, which they themselves pre- 
pared in their box, heating the beverage by a 
spirit-flame apparatus. 

An accident, which might have been attended 
by fearful consequences, occurred on the 24th ult. 
at the Court Theatre at Stutgard. During the per- 
formance of the opevaof ‘ Lichtenstein’ a volume 
of tlame was seen curling up one of the side scenes. 
Suddenly thecry of ‘Fire!’’ resounded through the 
theatre, and a great portion of the audience, as 
well as many of the performers, rushed into the 
street. ‘The Crown Prince and his consort, who 
were present, kept their places with the most per- 
fect composure, and their presence of mind doubt- 
less influenced others to follow their example, 
otherwise many lives might have been sacrificed in 
the rush to the doors. ‘The alarm was caused by 
apart of the seenery having caught fire, owing to 
some mismanagement of the apparatus employed 
in heating the building.

OUR LIBRARY CHATR. 

The Macazines have come forth in their spring 
colours, and with the promise of a glorious summer. 
At the same time it must be owned that in our 
old friend Blackwood a little of the sluggishness 
of winter is apparent in the fearfully long article 
on ‘*Pauperism and its Treatment.” ‘There are 
some admirable practical truths in it, but we think 
that_a condensation of the subject to about half 
would have been a decided improvement. ‘The 
Poacher of Jutland One Hundred and Thirty Years 
Since”’ is precisely one of those spirit-stirring and 
brilliant sketches that may be denominated Black- 
woodian. There is a very pleasant continuation of 
the ‘Ride to Magnesia.’”’ The article on Java is 
interesting ; and that on ‘ Popular Superstitions” 
extremely curious. The ‘ Latest from the Penin- 
sula,’’ in reviewing the works of Ford and Hughes, 
makes it evident that the perils of travel in Spain 
are ridiculously exaggerated, and goes on to say :— 

“Tf the danger to which peaceable travellers are 
exposed in Spain from the knives of robbers be con- 
siderably less than is generally believed, great peril is 
often incurred at the hands of men who wield cutting 
weapons professedly for the good of their species. 
The ignorance and inefficiency of Spanish surgeons 
and physicians are notorious, and admitted even by 
their countrymen, who, it has already been shown, are 
not prone to expose the nakedness of the land. ‘The 
base, bloody, and brutal Sangrados of Spain,’ says 
Mr. Ford, ‘have long been the butts of foreign and 
domestic novelists, who spoke many a true word in 
their jests.” The eagerness with which Spaniards 
have recourse to French and English medical men whom 
chance throws in their way proves how low they esti- 
mate the professional skill and science of their country- 
men. Many a naval surgeon, whose ship has been 
stationed on the Spanish coast, could tell strange tales 
of the fatal ignorance he has had opportunity to 
observe amongst the native faculty. It will be remem- 
bered how Zumalacarregui, whose wound would have 
offered little difficulty to an English village practitioner, 
was hurried out of the world by the butchering ma- 
neouvres of his conclave of Spanish quacks and medicos, 
terms too often synonymous. Andit may beremarked, 
that in Spain, where there has been so much fighting 
during the last fifteen years, amputated persons are 
more rarely met with than in countries that have 
enjoyed comparative peace during the same period. 
The natural inference is, that the unlucky soldier, 
whose leg or arm has been shattered +f the enemy’s 
fire, usually dies under the hands of unskilful operators. 
‘All Spaniards,’ Mr. Ford remarks, ‘are very dan- 
gerous with the knife, and more particularly if sur- 
geons.’ If the Peninsula surgeon is reckless and 
destructive with his steel, the physician, on the other 
hand, is usually over-cautious with his drugs. Almond- 
milk and vegetable decoctions, impotent to cure or 
aggravate disease, are prominent remedies in the 
Spanish pharmacopeia ; minerals are looked upon 
with awe, and the timid ¢tisane practice [?-sane 
would, we think, be a better word] of the French 
school is exaggerated to absurdity.” 

And last, though not least, the Hore Catulline 
are charming as specimens of refined classicality.

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LAW AND POLICE. 


Vicr-CHANcELLOR’s Court, Wednesday,—(Before 
the Vice-Chancellor of England.)—Re SHemr.—Mr. 
Bethell, with whom was Mr. Martindale, appeared 
im Support of a very extraordinary petition. The 
petitioner, Mr. Sheme, represented that he had been 
deserted by his wife, who carried off with her three 
infant chil ren, the eldest under the age of seven years, 
and that he was unable to discover where she had gone 
to or had taken the children. The only reason that 
he could discover for this proceeding was, he alleged, 
that he had lately become a convert to the Roman 
Catholic Church, ‘which proceeding had given great 
offence to his wife and her relations. The petitioner 
stated that the lady’s mother, grandmother, and brother, 
and a trustee of the property to her separate use, who 
were all made respondents, had, in fact, the custody or 
possession of the children, or at least knew where they 
were, The petition prayed for ahabeas corpus directed 
to those parties, and an order for delivery up of 
the children. An order had been made for substituted 
service on the mother and grandmother by service on 
the brother.—Mr. Torriano now appeared for both the 
brother and trustee, who made a formal return to the 
habeas corpus, supported by affidavits that they had 
not and never had possession or custody of the 
children.—Mr. Bethell and Mr. Martindale contended 
that the affidavit was evasive as to the knowledge of 
the parties where the children were, and there was no 
doubt that they were well acquainted with the present 
residence of the children.—Mr. Torriano contended 
that there was a proper return to the writ, the truth 
of which was not disputed, and the court had no juris- 
diction, therefore, to make any further order against 
his clients.—His Honour said’ it was manifest. that 
these gentlemen knew where the children were, and 
he, therefore, made an order on the four respondents 
to produce the children. 


Akcurs Courr, Tuesday, March 2. — (Before 
ir H. J. Fust.)—Dysanr v. Dysart.—The learned 
Judge delivered sentence in this case, Which was 
argued about twelve months ago,—Sir H. J. Fust ob- 
Served that this was an appeal from the decision of the 
earned judge presiding in the Consistory Court. 
The cause was originally promoted by the Earl against 
the Countess of Dysart for a restitution of conjugal 
rights. The usual proceedings having taken place in 
that court, a responsive allegation was brought in by 
Lady Dysart, pleading cruelty as a bar to the suit, 
and praying a sentence of separation on that ground, 
It was said that the extraordinary habits of the noble 
earl, and the ill-treatment which the countess had re- 
ceived from him, rendered it impossible for her to per- 
form her conjugal duties without imminent danger to 
her person and health. No doubt it was the duty of 
the wife to conform to the habits and tastes of her 
husband; but, on the other hand, it had been fully and 
properly admitted that that general rule must have its 
limitations and qualifications, and could not be under- 
stood to apply to those cases where it led to actual ill- 
treatment or a reasonable apprehension of it. It ap- 
peared that Lord and Lady Dysart were first cousins, 
and that prior to their marriage his lordship was en- 
tirely dependent upon his father for support. When the 
marriage took place, the late Lord Huntingtower dis- 
approving of it, refnsed to make his son any allow- 
ance whatever; and in consequence of that he (Earl 
Dysart) purchased an annuity of £3000 per annum 
during the joint lives of himself and his father, se- 
curing an annuity to his wife of £1000, provided she 
survived him. In consideration of that annuity Earl 
Dysart engaged to pay £100,000 on the death of his 
father. ‘Lhe annuity was sufficiently ample to enable 
the earl and countess to live in great comfort, and 
there was no reason why her ladyship should be de- 
prived of any of the comforts and even some of the 
conveniences of life. There was no reason to doubt 
that the marriage had been one of mutual affection, 
and the first unpleasant circumstances that arose oc- 
curred on the birth of their only son, the present Lord 
Huntingtower. From that time his affection for her 
ladyship not only sustained a considerable diminution, 
but he became almost estranged from her. It was 
alleged that an act of personal violence had been com- 
mitted at Irnham, and that one of the Servants found 
her ladyship in a fainting fit on the floor. There was, 
however, no evidence as to how the quarre] originated, 
or that any violence had been inflicted. Her ladyship 
on another occasion stated that she had received a 
kick fromhis lordship, and as the declaration had been 
made pecans Lato, the court was bound to receive it. 
In 1826 her ladyship went to reside with the earl at 
Buckminster, and there it was stated that she was 
sometimes kept out of her room the whole of the 
night, and was obliged to lie on a sofa in a small room 
adjoining : that one night she was heard to scream 
“murder,” and that his lordship was in the habit of 
applying to her the most opprobrious terms, It was 
charged that she was subjected to deprivations and in- 
sults ; that the servants were ordered not to obey her, 
and it was impossible to describe a scene of greater 
misery than that through which she passed during a 
few months of 1836 and 1837. On two occasions his 
lordship had held the countess on the floor. He was 
represented as having almost. twisted her arms and 
wrists out of their sockets. His lordship had declared 
that as the law would not allow him to thrash the 
countess, he would on future occasions haye recourse 
to holding her on the floor. It appeared to him that 
the last act of violence came Strictly within the defi- 
nition of legal cruelty, and consequently that her 
ladyship was entitled to the sentence she prayed. He 
had great distrust in his own judgment when it was 
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NON 
opposed to that of the learned judge of the court 
below, and hence he had deferred giving judgment in 
this case longer than he could have wished. He felt 
satisfied, however, that the view which he (Sir H. J. 
Fust) had taken was the correct one. He therefore 
pronounced for the appeal, retained the principal 
cause, reversed the sentence, and pronounced for the 
Separation between the parties.—An appeal to the 


Judicial Committee was then asserted on behalf of 


Lord Dysart. 

RELEASE OF Dr. Cronin.—Application was made 
on Friday week last to the sitting judge at chambers 
(Mr. Baron Parke) to allow bail to be put in for the 
appearance before the sessions of Dr. Cronin, who had 
been committed, upon the coroner’s warrant, on the 
charge of manslaughter.

begging here ever since ?—Defendant: The devil a 
haliseany I ever begged in London in my life. If people 
come up tomeand my poor tamily and give me a trifle, 
you don’t call that begging? It’s quare sort of begging 
when a body axes for nothing.—The Lord Mayor: 
Where did you borrow these children ?—Defendant: 
God bless your sowle, they're every one cf ’em my own. 
—A Policeman: Two of the children belong to a 
woman named Ann Green, my lord, who lets them out 
constantly ; so that, in the course of a week, they have 
sometimes twenty mothers. ‘The other two are the 
children of another woman, who also drives a trade in 
babies. The present defendant has had arun of the 
police-offices of the town, and the moment she is dis- 
charged, she returns to the old business, and is par- 
ticularly troublesome about ’Change. — The Lord 
Mayor: She must go to Bridewell for seven days.— 
Defendant: And who'll take the childer ?—The Lord 
Mayor: They shall be taken to the union, and I dare 
say they’ll soon be claimed by their real mothers.— 
Defendant: Oh! then, I wouldn’t give one of them for 
all the goold you and the Queen has among you.—The 
Lord Mayor: When you come here again, bring some 
children we don’t know with you. 


SourHwark.—A RuNAWAY FROM THE ALTAR.— 


James Sullivan was charged with committing a heart- 
less robbery on Judy Sullivan, a countrywoman of his 
own.—The complainant, a woman about thirty years 
of age, stated that she became acquainted with the 
prisoner about three months ago, and that, as he was 
out of a situation, she had supported him and pro 
cured him several articles of dress. 
wish to marry her, and as she had no objection to his 
suit, he appointed Saturday last for making her his 
wife. This was on Thursday, when he hinted at his 
impoverished circumstances, and intimated a desire 
that she would let him have £1 to procure the ring,

They then proceeded into the chapel to- 
gether, and the prisoner availed himself of the oppor 
tunity that presented itself while she went up stairs to 
the priest, and ran away, leaving her and the parties 
who were to have been witnesses of the ceremony be- 
hind. She afterwards heard the prisoner never in- 
tended to have married her, that his only object was 
to obtain the possession of her money, “In reply to 
questions by the magistrate, she said that she got her 
living by selling fruit in the street,and that the money 
the prisoner had from her was part of her hard earnings. 
She added, that if the prisoner was ever so inclined to 
marry her now, she would not have him after his base 
conduct.—The prisoner, a stout young fellow, some 
vests her junior, admitted that he had her money, but 
e intended to repay it, and that he considered it onl 
in the light of a debt.—Mr. Cottingham said that the 
prisoner, though in point of law, was not amenable 
to punishment such as he deserved, still, morally 
speaking, he had committed a very scandalous rob- 
bery on the poor woman. He (the magistrate) re- 
gretted exceedingly the law did not reach such an 
offence, for the complainant had parted with her money 
to him of her own free will, upon the supposition that 
he was about to marry her.

THAMES.—EXTRAORDINARY APPLICATION.—Rx- 
FUSAL TO Bury A Corpse.—On Tuesday, Mr. Assin- 
der, jun., a cheesemonger, in Cannon-street-road, who 
was accompanied by his father, renewed an application 
he made to Mr. Yardley a month ago, to compel a 
person, named John Cox, a milkman, of No. 37, Cha- 
pel-street, St. George’s-in-the-East, to bury the body 
of his (Cox’s) mother, who died eight weeks ago. Mr. 
Assinder complained that Cox was one of his father’s 
tenants, and that his mother, an aged woman, died 
eight weeks ago, and the body still remained unburied. 
The son of the deceased laboured under an impression 
that his mother was in a trance; but nothing could 
be more absurd, for the body was in a decomposed 
state, and the face of the corpse was much discoloured, 
The decomposed remains were very offensive to the 
people in the adjoining houses, and the neighbourhood 
was in a state of excitement about it. The man, 
Cox, had been expostulated with, but to no effect, 
and seemed determined to keep the body above 
ground.—Mr. Yardley remembered the last applica- 
tion, and was surprised the remains of the old woman 
had net been interred. He had recommended that 
the parish officers should be applied to to abate the 
nuisance.—Mr. Assinder said that Cox would neither 
pay any rent, leave the house, or bury the body. His 
deceased mother hired the house.—Mr. Yardley said 
the tenaney was now vested in the son, and there 
was a legal process by which he could be compelled to 
pay the rent and be ejected from the possession. He 
thought the applicant might, under the circumstances, 
seize the coffin containing the body, and decently inter 
it, and he had no doubt the parish officers would give 
him all the assistance in their power.—Mr. Assinder
